We have nothing as yet, to confirm the ruincr

that Gen. Scott had taken tho city of Mexico..

serious resistance, the statement that he was in

Mexico, on the 17th July, wants confirmation, and
for the reasons set forth by the Picayune. That

paper of the 3d inst. says :

The brig Mary Jane has also arrived from Tam-
pico, having- left there on the 26th uit. So tar as

we can learn, the latest accounts from Tampico
make *110 mention whatever ofGen. Scott'p victo¬

ry. Letters of the 25th in abundance have been
received in town from Tampico. They say not a

word of the entrance said to have been made on

the 17th.eight days previously. It is clear that
there was no such story current in Tampico..
Private letters would have mentioned it, and Capt.
llusscy, of the Mary Jane, would have heard of
it. Fie heard nothing ofthe kiud. IIow far com¬
munications between Tainpico and tho Capitol
have been interrupted by the late expedition of
Col. De Russy, we have been unable to learn ;
we have no later Mexican papers by either of the
arrivals. But even were the usual mail entirely
broken tip it would seern asif so important an event

as the fall of the Capitol must inevitably have
reached Tampico in 8 or 0 days, transmitted 'from
mouth to mouth.'
We have taken some pains to follow to their

sources many reports in relation to Gen. Scott's
position. We aill incline to the belief that he
did not march from Puebla before the 15th. 15y
the map most (i vogue Puebla is eighty-seven
miles distant fnm the capitol, and we do not be¬
lieve that his march will be entirely unopposed.
Wo have thus barely indicated some points which
the reader«j*t®Jipnsider in forming his opinion..
ft is now sis at J(| thatour next intelligence from
Vera Cruz\Uj be brought by the F'ashion. She
left here onWnursday, the 22d ult. for that port,
and should there lie intelligence of importance to
be communicated, it is thought she would return
at once. The interval to be employed in specu¬
lation we hope may be short, for there is manifest¬
ed an extreme anxiety for full and authentic ac¬

counts.

The Chicago Covestion..As we anticipated,
the proceedings of this body have not given great
satisfaction to those who were chielly instrumen¬
tal in callingittogether.

mains in the vaults of the monster §4,250,000
in coin. The rumorel arrangement with the
Rothschilds has been consummated, and that house
has agreed to place a certain amount of specie in
Mexico, for the use of tile army, to be reimbursed
here. The amount can ie increased if necessary.
This is a very favorabl? arrangement for both
parties, and will obviate "lie necessity of moving
the coin.

It is scarcely necessary for us to say, as we are

authorized to do, that the President never con¬

.New York, August 2, 1847.
The ship feverand its concomitant diseases are

making fearful ravages in Montreal. The mor¬

tality is at present seven times the usual average,
and is upwards of 400 a week, or 21,000 a year,
in a population of less than 50,000! Hundreds
of families have left the city. The venerable
and Rev. Mr. Richards, the father of the Catho¬
lic clergy in the diocese, known and beloved by
all, has just fallen.the eighth victim of tlie cler¬
gy. Of all the priests, whether of Irish or other
extraction, who can speak English, there is but
one (llev. Mr. Conolly) able to attend the immi-
grant sheds. The great Cathedral is literally de¬
serted ; there being no clergyman disengaged
from the incessant labors of attending the sick to

say mass, or administer the sacraments there..
The Nuns and Sisters of Charity are dead, sick
or worn out by fatigue.

The excellent Bishop Bonrget and his vicar
general take their turns night and day by the
beds of the sick and dying. The clergymen who
can speak English even imperfectly, are called
in from the country parishes. The Jesuit fathers
from otir Catholic College, St. John's, have been
summoned to Montreal; and already, with a de¬
votion which is really sublime, the good men have
sot forth for their mission of death.

An affray occurred at Blacksburg, Montgomery
County. Va., on the 24th ult., between members
of the National Circus Company and citizens of
Montgomery, which has probably resulted in the
death of a worthy young man who was in atten¬
dance at the Circus. The circumstances which
gave rise to the altercation are stated in the Fin-
castle Democrat to be the following. A dog be¬
longing to the Circus was kicked by one of the
visitors, to whom he was troublesome, and out of
this incident the affray arose, in which one of
the showmen cut a young man not engaged in
the quarrel, with the edge of a scythe, inflicting
wounds which it is feared may prove mortal. Ef¬
forts have been made, but without success, to ar¬

rest the offender.
Hut little more than a year since a peaceable

and orderly young man was killed at Charlottes¬
ville by a member of a Circus company, during
a row created at one of their exhibitions. .In that
case the murderer could not be identified, and
was of course turned loose upon society to com¬

mit other acts of violence in other places. It
would te well for the peace, the safety and the
liiorals bf the country, if these travelling bands
of reckless, lawless men, could be stopped alto¬
gether.-^Rockingham Register.
The Defalcation-..We cheerfully give place

of Properly Destroyed !! !.A destructive fire oc¬

curred at Maysville, Ky_, on Wednesday. The
Cincinnati Commercial says:
The ilames commenced in the three large ware-

bouses owned by Gen. Collins, which were en¬

tirely consumed; and such was the heat, and the
rapidity of the fire in its destroying course, that
three other buildings, frames, were also destroyed.
The latter were owned by Air. Newton Cooper,
and occupied by several families.
A quantity of hemp and bagging belonging to

the Maysville' Manufacturing Company, and
amounting in value to about $32,000, was de¬
stroyed. The entire loss by this fire is estimated
at between thirty and thirty-five -thousand dollars,
of which about ten thousand is known to be co¬
vered by insurance.

COMMERCIAL BESTBlOnOSS.
lnih^f»Ure we must accustom ourselves to

expect, the gradual relaxation of the restrictive

principles tiat have heretofore been applied by
the variot*nations of the earth to commercial in¬

tercourse. The signs of the times are not to be

mistaken tjr any but those who are wilfully blind
to them, aid it will prove the worst of fully vainly
to strive against them, under the fallacious anti¬

cipation ofsome era propitious to the recurrence

of an explded theory.exploded by its own prac¬
tical operalon. The best of wisdom is that which

yieds nalual prejudices and individual interests
to the poteicy of experience in favor of the gener¬
al good : ajd the time has now come when the
admonition of reason may be distinctly understood
by evj?ry iran who is willing to listen thereunto.
It suggests the propriety of resigning the delusive

hopes of exclusive privileges; and challenges the

application ofsound judgment to the natural prin¬
ciples of tnde, that all the consequences and in¬
fluences evolved, foreseen and unforeseen, may be

steadfastlyimproved: what is evil, carefully avoid¬
ed, and whit is good, sedulously tnaintaiift>d.
So far as this subject refers to ourown country,

we have much cause to believe that any violent

political agitation thereupon will be known no

more. The difference between parties now, is
more in words and thesubtleties of [>arty prejudice,
than in active meaning and purpose; and al though
the day is not yet gone by, perhaps, in which, un¬

der certain circumstances, some change might oc¬
cur in legislation upon the matter: yet we appre¬
hend, there would be no action corresponding with
the ultra sentiment with which we have been fa¬
miliar in limes not long past. Certainly, no such
action could possibly be attended with permanent
success, and woultl U only the precursor of ano¬
ther change " back again."
A Csngress of Nations, our readers are aware,

has been spoken of, and is expected to take place
in the centre of commercial Europe, having direct
"reference to the most liberal principles'of national
intercourse for the purposes oftratKc ; and we may
rationally expect from the deliberations and reso- j
lutiotis of such an assemblage of men as will thus
be brought together, an influence that will in time j
be sensibly felt, though, p?rhaps, imperceptible at

first, throughout the commercial relations of the j
globe. The address of I<ouis Chitti, Esq., com- I
missioner of the Belgium government, referring
to this subject, is a paper entitled to general at¬

tention ; it invites the co-operation of this country
in the purposes of the convention, and presents
the fact that distinguished political economists of
France, Germany, England and Italy will take
part in the labors of the Congress. The address
opens with the following paragraph, which strikes
us as peculiarly appropriate:
" God, in his infinite goodness, has diversified

the climates of the world, anil has given tp each
latitude the exclusive cultivation of certain pro-
ducts. Ho has .so ordered that the people of the

different-regions of the globc'should find it to their
advantage to exchange their products, and that
by means of those exchanges, relations of affec¬
tion and good will should spring up between the
different nations. Fraternity, and the love of our
neighbor are in accordance with the benign law
which Christ revealed to tis, and even were that
revelation wanting, we should find them written
in the heart of each .member of the great human
family. The protective system is a manifest vio¬
lation of that divine law which makes all men a

single family. According to it, each nation, shut¬
ting itself within its/nvn frontiers, and prohibiting
the introduction of foreign* commodities, isolate*
itself in the midst of its brethren, injures tf eir in¬
terests and treats them as enemies, instead of en¬
deavoring to gain ttieir good will. Countries
governed by this system are towards others like
citadeis in a state of siege, holding all those who
desire access to them at a distance."
The " Belgian Association." which lias made

the move in this matter, is anxious that the United
States should be represented in the Congress, and
we perceive that Mr. Win. II. Polk, the Presi¬
dent's brother, ia atnony ilic uauilitri wliu respond
to the invitation.
